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~ RICH CAROLINIANS, 


WHOSE POSSESSIONS RUN UP INTO 
THE MILLIONS. 


‘Two Notable Names in the History of North Caroliza 
Progress—The Cotton Factories Along Haw 
River—A Surviving Millionaire of 
the Reconstruction Périoc, Btc. 


Spe cial Correspondence of the Constitution. 

MOREHEAD City, July 29, 1882.—There are two 
family historiesin this state that may be written 
out with profit to the southern people. 

Forty years ago, Edwin Holt and Frank Fries 
were poor young fellows just startingin life. It is 
a tradition that Fries’s father declined to stand his 
security for the purchase of a negro, and Holt was 
probably as poor. They both turned aside frem the 
vrofessions and from mercantile business, and de- 
termined to devote their lives to manufacturing. 
Mr Holt is now wortha million, and his family 
owns bine Cotton mills, worth overa million anda 
half. Frank Fries is dead, but his brother, who 
was his partner for many years, and his three sons, 
under the firm nameof F&H Fries, are worth 
nearly a million, and own five cotton and woolen 
mills at Salem and Winston. ' 

The fortunes of these men have grown steadily. 
Year after year beyond contingency they have grown 
richer, and have added to their spindles and looms. 
Mr. Fries has used steam power altogether and has 
amassed a great fortune without having one foot of 
water power. T sons educated for practical 
work as their fathet was, continue in the business 
and enlarge it steadily. The Holts do not use steam 
atall, but depend on water power. Most of their 
millsareon Hawriver. From the modest begin- 
ning made by the elder Holt there are now vine 
mills, all running and‘all being enlarged constant- 
ly. Every son and every son-in-law owns one mill 
or more. 

I had a pleasant talk with Thomas M. Holt, the 
most prominent member of the family 

‘at present. He went to cullege for a year 
ortwoand then went into a shop and mill and 
learned the business to which he was to devote his 
life. He started with his present mill at Haw 
river, Which then had 528 spindles. Out of its earn- 
ings he hasadded toit, until he now has $425,000 
cash invested in buildings and machinery, and is 
just now finishing a large addition. Ye is himself 
worth much over half a million, every dollar of 
which was made by cotton manufacture. I asked 
him to-day: 

“If you were a young fellow just starting life 
would you adopt the same course of life you have 
followed ?’’ 

“Certainly. Nothing pays sq welland so surely 
as ihe spinning and weaving of cotton when it is 
properly looked after. Itis assured wealth and in 
dependence to any man of intelligence who will 
attempt it near the cotton field. To show you my 
faith in it, my son is now working in a factory in 
Chicapee, Muass., and has just finished his study of 
the card-room. He will soon be competent to take 
charge of amill. and then he will have one ”’ 

‘Do you consider the growth of cotton spinning 
in the south assured?’’ 

‘Beyond question. itis only a question of capi- 
taland education. New mil's are springing up on 
all sides of us and all through the south. Our most 
remarkable progress, however, is in the quality of 

our goods, We are now making the grade of goods 
that New England a few years ago was supposed to 
have the nouopoly of. I dyed with my own hands 
the first piece of colored cottons ever wove in the 
south. Now it is being made in many southern 
mills.’’ 

“The south has the advantage in cost of manu- 
facture?’ 

‘*‘. can demonstrate to any man that there isa 
clear and indisputable advantage of 1'4 to 2 cents a 
pound in favor of the south, over New England. In 
this day of competition and of swift transportation 
this difference must tellat last We are in the 
dawn of the greatest industrial development any 
section ever saw.”’ 

*-Does the manufacture of other articles in your 

-State keep pace with the spinning of cotton?”’ 

“Hardly, I think. We have small factories devo- 
ted to special industries building here and there, 
but our people are still dependent on the north for 
many things. For example, we have the be tof 
walnut forests:in western North Carolina. Our peo- 
ple have sold the trees in the rough and the buyers 
shipped them north, made them into furniture and 
reshipped ittous. Even when the price went up 
so that One walnut tree sold for $40, they did not 
seem to understand that there was money in work- 
ing them up. Near my factory there is abundance 
of timber suitable for shuttles, This is sawed out 
and sentin bulk to the north, where it is made into 
shuttles and sent back tome. We are improving, 
however, and this will all come right in time.’’ 

One of the special industries of which Colonel 
Holt spoke ean be seen at Greensboro. On the 
route of the track as you leave the town are three 
buildings. One isa sinall wooden shanty. Just be- 
side itisa huge brick building—as large as a cotton 
factory. QOuthe hill behind these is an elegant 
residence, with tasteful and luxuriant surround- 
ings. These belong to aman Who owns aspoke 
factory. He started a few yeare ago a poor man, 
The shanty is the building he began in. The mill- 
like looking brick structure his new factory. 
The house on the hill is his home. He cannot 
supply the demand for spokes, and ships part of 
his product to India. He has a safe margin of 
profit—gets his timber cheap near his doors, has 
low priced aud reliable labor and is rich and in- 
dependent. 

Another curious industry is to be found at New 
Berne. It is the making of wooden piates and 
trays, such as are used for butter, flour, ete. The 
timber used for this purpose is cut out of the ad- 
joining swamps. A huge log is rounded by a cir- 
cular plane and then put in a machine of great 
accuracy and swiftness that peels off layers. oiten 
of the thickness of venecring. These thin strips 
are cut into square pieces by machinery and laid 
uptodry. As soon as they are dried they are 
steamed, and while pliable are put into moulds 
that give them the shap: of plates. The factory is 
now making 100,000 plates per day, and has con- 

_ tracted its entire product at figures of profit for a 
year to come. 
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I noticed at Goldsboro, a cotion seed oil mill be- 
ing put up, and another at Berne, * There is 
probably nothing in which the south is making 
such. progress, as in the hanaling of cottonseed. I 
believe that the number of oil mills in the cotton 
states will be doubled in the past year and this, and 
more than twice as much seed worked up. 

A TALK WITH GOVERNOR JARVIS. 

Ina conversation with Governor Jarvis, whose 
family is here for the summer, he said: 

“Next to Georgia, which we are taught to believe 
leads us all, 1am sure North Carolina is the most 
prosperous southern state. Our people have accu- 
mulated agreat deal of money in the past year, 
and everything is bright and promising.’’ 

“What do you account the best sign of the 
times ?"’ 

“The appreciation of land values. 
War our best plantations were saleable only at 
great sacrifice. The doubtful experiments for 
awhile with free-labor carried values even lower, 
until land was almost worthless. Within the past 
ten years there has been a steady appreciation, and 
how Our average lands are worth more per acre 
than they were before the war.

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“Your coast lands do not command as high a | 


price ?"’ 
“No. The system of labor is not yetso adjusted 
that they can be worked to best advantage. So

a large force of hands all the time, and eheap labor. 
Consequently they bave not recovered fully the 
value they ence had. But throughout the state 
the price is higher than before the war—even the 
lands along the coast are coming into use as truck 
farms, and as such command fancy prices.’’ 

‘‘Do you attribute this remarkable rise in values 
to immigration ?’’ 

‘*No, sir, for we have had very little of that. Not 
enough to count it as an elements. Indeed, we 
have no foreign immigration to speak of. Some 
people from other states have come in but 
our lan Is have increased in value 
because of the fertility and variety of products and 
advantages offered by a residence in thestate. I do 
not think any man can make a better investment 
to-day than to buy good Carolina lands and hold 
them. Land deeds in our states are as good as 


gold.”’ 
SIME CAROLINA MILLIONAIRES. 


I find an unusually large nuamber of rich men in 
North Carolina. There are several men that can be 
called millionaires. Mr. Pau! Cameron, of Hillsboro, 
is worth quite a million, and lost one thousand 
slaves by the war. Mr. R. 8. Tucker, of Raleigh, 
the great dry goods mefchant, is worth probably as 
much. Mr. John Gatling—himself high into the 
hundred thousands—says Mr. Tucker has a half 
million in convertible bouds, besides owning the 
best part of two banks, a large amount of real es- 
tate and his enormous business, Besides those I 
have mentioned there are to be found two or three 
men worth from a quarter toa half million in al- 
most every town in the state. Raleigh is the richest 
city. 

ONE OF THE **RECONSTRUCTION’’ PRINCES OF FINANCE. 

‘ihe richest man inthe state theugh, lam assur- 
ed by “Veneral Roberts, the comptroller general, is 
Geo, W. Swepson. This is a curious instance as he 
is, with the single exception of Warmoth, of Louis- 
iana, and Waryer, of Alabama, the only remark- 
able financiers and politicians who flourished dur- 
ing the ‘“‘reconstruction”’ period that retains his 
suddenly acquired wealth. Swepson operated 
with Litilefleld in this state and the 
firm handled over $16,000,000 in Both of 
them Were enormously wealthy and lived in prince- 
ly style. In the democratic revival Swepson went 
to cover and back with his money. Littlefield went 
to Florida, lived like a Monte Cristo for a time, op- 
erated. largely in Florida railroadsand ‘is now 
bankruptand extremely of South 
Carolina, famous for his profligagy and champague 
baths, a few yers ago, is in 
tombs for petty swindling. Blodgett, 
Georgia, died poor, and of those 
who reigned with him have anything left. The 
Florida crowd had just as bad lu¢ck. Dorsey, of Ar- 
kansas, is eating up his fortune in keeping out of 
jail, and the governmemt has its writ hung over his 
property. Spencer, of Alabama, is reputed 
wealthy, but had to leave the south to make his 
money. Swepson alone of all the lavish men of

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‘ntleman. and Warher, who has 
terly rep. 
his wealth. General Roberts thinks he worth 
not less than $2,000,000, and Mr. Gatling puts his 
wealth at $1,000,000, Everything is in the name of 
avents or his wife, and a judg- 
ment of $10 against him could not be 
collected, but he conducts. large operations. He 
has extensive cotton mills at Haw river, but is not 
adding to his fortune. He has little or no social 
recognition and lives quietly with his childless 
wife. In the meantime the democratic party goes 
into the campaign pledged to the repudiation of the 
bulk of the bonds that enriched him, and there are 
those who say he has but littile of his fortune leit. 
Iwo very rich Carolinians are Blackwell 
and Carr, the owners of the Durham 
Bull tobacco works. The history of this firm is a 
queerone. Carr's mother, a most estimable lady, 
kepta boarding house at Chapel Hill. Her son 
was educated asa lawyer, but fell in with Black- 
well, a man of small education, but immeuse na- 
tive resource. Blackwell was then peddling to- 
pac_o from the tail of a wagon, in which a man 
named Day played a banjo and sang songs 
to draw a *rowd. The three men 
made th partnership for the manu 
facture of smoking tobacco, Carr being drawn in by 
legul consultation. After a few years of business, 
Mr. Day sold his interest to his partners for 870,000 
each. Sinve then the success of the firm has been 
remarkable. Last year it paid the goverument over 
$600,000 in stamps. Over $120,000 Wis paid in adver- 
tising. Rum is sprinkled over the tobacco, and 
four hundred barrels are bought at one time for 
this purpose. Each member of the tirm nasa profit 
of $100,000 per annum, and the deep-voiced chal-

SOUTH CAROLINA CONVENTION. 
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Assembl!ng of the Delegates in Columbia—The Candi: 
dates Swarmin .

CotumBia, 8. C., July 51.—Columbia pre- 
sents an animated appearance to-night. The 
delegates to the state democratic convention, 
which meets here to-morrow, are arriving by 
every train. The hotels are swarming with 
candidates and their friends. The convention 
will be composed of 316 delegates. A governor 
and a full state ticket will be nominated. 
The contest promises to be a very close and 
exciting one, It is thought the majority rule 
will be adopted, although there are many able 
advocates of the two-thirds rule. There are 
only two prominent candida for gov- 
ernor, and it is impossible at this time to 
say which of those will be chosen. 
General John D. Kennedy and _  Gen- 
eral John Bratton are those named 
for this office, and each has hosts of friends 
working in his behalf. For lieutenant gov- 
ernor Colonel John C. Sheppard, the present 
speaker of the house, will have no opposition. 
and Coonel Jobn Peter Rhichardson, for 
state treasurer: will have a walk over. The 
most exciting fight, however, will be over the 
attorney generalship, there being no less than 
five candidates for this position. It is a nota- 
ble fact that the convention will be made up 
in a great part of new men, fresh from the 
people, so it seems almost certain that it can- 
not be controlled and manipulated by 
old politiciaas, hacks and ring sclemers.

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THE WEEK IN CONGRESS. 


THE NAVAL APPROPRIATION BILL 
COMES TO A VOTE. 


An Effort to Come to an Adjoursment This Week. 
Probable Fate of the River and Harbor Bill in 
the Event of a Presidential Veto--The 
Naval Appropriation Bill, Ete. 


WasHiNGTON, July 31.—In the senate this 
morning, immediately after the reading of 
the journal, the naval appropriation bill was 
taken up, and its consideration will be con- 
tinued until the vote is reached. The sundry 
civil appropriation bill was next in order. 
The consideration of the last-named measure 
may be sufficiently advanced to warrant the 
expectation of completing it by Tues- 
day evening. There is no doubt, however, 
that this appropriation bill, the last of the 
regular annual series, will be disposed ot by 
the senate not later than Wednesday. It ap- 
pears now to be conceded on all hands that 
the tax and tariff reduction bill will go over 
to the next session, and the only apprehen- 
sions of any serious difficulty in terminating 
the present session of congress by, or before, 
the end of this week, are those which grow 
out of the feeling of uncertainty as to the ac- 
tion of President Arthur on the river and 
harbor bill, and the still 
greater uncertainty in regard to 
the action sof 6, Congress on 
this subject in case the bill be absolutely 
vetoed. Several of the most prominent ad- 
vocates of the bill now in the hands of the 
president express very strong indisposition to 
favor the preparation of any other measure 
to take its — in the event of a veto, and it 
is also doubtful whether any attempt of this 
sort would be made, or whether if made the 
necessary number of votes could be mustered 
in the present depleted house of representa- 
tives to pass a bill which would 
provide only for such objects as are universal- 
ly admitted to be of 
and leave out the smaller items in regard to 
which the president may indicate his own 
disapproval. It is also very doubtful 
Whether the -proposition to conter ex- 
press authority upon the presi- 
dent for an exercise of his executive 
discretion in the matter of withholding the 
expenditure of some of the appropriations 
could be enacted at the present session, and 
if any such proposition be brought before the 
senate for debate it may, very possibly, have 
the effect of delaying the adjournment until

A New Class of Offenses Provided For—The Naval 
Appropriations Bill—The Sundry Bill.

and punish counterfeiting, within the United 
The committee adds a 
section punishing, with not more than $3,000 
fine and one vear’s imprisonment at hard 
labor, persons convicted of havingsuch notes, 
etc., in their possession with intent to pass 
{them or to deliver them to others that 
they may be circulated. The amend- 
ment prevailed and the bill passed. The 
naval appropriation bill was proceeded with, 
pursuant tothe agreement of Saturday, de- 
bute to be continued under the five-minute 
rule and voting on the bill to begin at 3 
o'clock. The pending amendment offered by 
Mr. Plumb was intended to require the con- 
tractor for the building of a ship to discharge 
the obligation of the patentee for the use of 
patents, and not to leave the Govern- 
ment to settle an _ indefinite  obliga- 
tion. It was agreed to. Mr. Butler 
moved to amend so as to require the secretary 
of the navy, instead of selling condemned 
vessels, to report to Congress at the next ses 
sion such vessels as he may find unfit for use. 
The amendment prevailed without objection. 
On motion of Mr. Mahone a provision was 
inserted directing the secretary of the navy 
to ascertain and report to the 
next congress upon what terms 
additional land and water front contiguous to 
the Norfalk navy yard, and necessary for the 
construction of a wet dock, can be had. Mr. 
Hoar moved to inserta provision authorizing a 
commission of two naval otiicers and one 
civilian to report what navy yards can be 
abolished. The commission to state the 
value of each of the vards~ with 
reference to the machinery on 
hand, the depth of water, working 
condition, advantages and disadvantages as a 
baval station, value for aefensive purposes, 
etc. Agreed to without objection. Mr. Bay- 
ard moved to strike out the item empowering 
the secretary of the navy to close the useless 
navy yards, transfer the perishabie stores and 
property to other yards, and directing him to 
report the fact upon which he acts to congress’ 
Mr. Bayard’s motion prevailed—yeas 
31, nays 24. The republicans voting aye were 
Messrs. Anthony, Biair, Cameron of Pennsyl- 
vania, Conger, Lapham, Morrill. and Van- 
Wyck. ‘The democrats voting no were 
Messrs. Beck and Slater. At 3 o'clock Mr. 
Morvan made an ineffectual effort to obtain a 
formal extension of the time for de- 
bate. The offering of and _ acting 
upon amendments was then proceeded with, 
und ‘a brief explanation of their purpose. 
Mr. Plumb moved to insert a proviso repeal- 
ing all laws providing for the promotion an 

increase of pay on the retired list. Agree 

to. A number of proposed amendments 
were ruled out on questions of grder. The 
bill -was reported to the senate § and 
all amendments made in committee 
of the whole were concurred in except one 
offered by Mr. Beck, reducing the appropri- 
ation for finishing the Miantonomah and 
other iron clads from one million to $400,- 
000, and stopping further proceedings under 
the contract of March 3d, 1877. Upon this a 
separate vote upon concurence, which was 
demanded, resulted yeas 32, nays 23, so the 
amendment was retained in the 
bill, Als votes in the negative 
were given republicans.

The committee on foreign affairs reported

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ADVOCATES OF EXPEDITION. 


Western Legislators Describing Their Method of 
Making Drufts on the Post-Office Department. 

WASHINGTON, July 31.—The defense in the 
star route trials to-day began presenting testi- 
mony. Among the witnesses were ex-Senator 
Mitchell of Oregou, Representative Valentine 
of Nebaska, and Secretary ofethe Interior Tel- 
ler, allof whom testified that it had been 
their habit to urge upon the _ post-oftice de- 
partment the policy of extending and expe- 
diting the star route mail service as a 
means of attracting immigration to their 
States, and it had been their custom to indurse 
favorably all petitions from their constituents 
asking for an increase or expedition. They 
were in the habit of personally visiting the 
post-office department to personally urge the 
claims of their constituents. Ex-Senator 
Mitchell said that che question of the ex pense 
of such increased service had never caused 
him any thought when he recommended 
it. He only took care of his 
own region, and had nothing to 
do with the matter of expense. He also said 
that when in 1579, some portion of the star 
mail service had been cut off he (Mitchell) 
sent some pretty sharp telegrams to Brady on 
the subject. Congressman Valentine, of Ne- 
braska, said he had begun eflfurts to 
secure increased miail service almost. im- 
mediately on coming to congress. 
He was not always successful, however, be- 
cause the obje ction of small receipts Was LOO 
much for him, sometimes, He had no recol- 
lection of ever urging the expedited services, 
His efforts bad been in the direction of ex- 
tending the routes. Secretary Teller stated 
that while in the senate be had been very 
frequently called upon by Brady in connec- 
tiou with the mail service in his state. He had 
a theory astothe duty of the government 
where western mail routes were concerned. 
He had often expressed his belief, ‘both in the 
senate and to Brady, that in his judgment 
the towns and mining camps in the west 
should have the mail facilities of equal towns 
in New York. There was no more reason for 
expecting such service to be self-sustaining 
than for the expectation that the army 
and nayy should be self sustaining. His 
business with the department had almost 
invariably been done through Brady, and he 
believed that he had usually been successful 
in securing such improvement as he desired. 
Dr. D. H. Paterson, of Louisiana, was called 
but his evidence was postponed. 
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AN ASTOUNDING SWINDLE, 


The Misdeeds of the Late George F. Doughty in 
Issuing Fraudulent Kallroad Stock. 

CINCINNATI, July 31.—An astounding irreg- 
ularity in the official conduct of the late 
George F, Doughty, secretary of the Cincin- 
nati, New Orleans and Texas Pacific railroad 
company, has been brought to light to-day. 
It is the ove-issue of $400,000 of stock of that 
road; The over-issue was promptly turned 
into cash, but the stock has in some way been 
manipulated so that it was not detected at the 
time-of the payment of the January divi- 
dend, nor was it known until the day alter 
the death of Doughty, which occurred 
several months ago.

AND WILL DO NOTHING AT ENG- 
LAND'’S SUGGESTION. 


The Russian Ambassador Absents Himself Feom the 
Conference, and Produces Confusion—The Other 
Members Waiting for Iastructions—The 
Seltan in No Hurry to Proseribe. 


ConsTaANTENorpLze, July 31.—Lord Dufferin, 
British ambassader, again sent Mr. Sand son, 
secretary of the legation, to ask the sultan to 
issue a proclamation degeuncing Arabi 
Pashaas a rebel. Sandison at the same time 
gave the sultam a conciliatory explanation, 
stating that Engbhand did not aim at a protéc- 
torate over Egypt. He also asked for partic- 
ulars concerning the composition of the Turk- 
ish expedition to Egypt. The sultan gave no 
satisfactory answer. He stated; how- 
ever, that he is irritated at 


England’s action, and that he has sent verbal 
messages through Mr. Sandison that he 
would do nothing for England, but would 
only yield to the wishes of Europe. The 
various governments have asked their repre- 
sentatives here for explanations in regard to 
the absence of M. Onon, Russian detegate, 
from ‘Thursday's sitting of the conference, 
but the representatives profess that they are 
unable to explain the cause. They state 
that an arrangement would have been reached 
on Thursday between tbe porte and the con- 
ference but for the absence of M. Onor. The 
adjournment of the meeting at such a mo- 
ment is remarked as seriously endangering the 
suecess of the conference. Lord Dutterin, the 
Marquis d’ Noailles and Count: Conti have re- 
ceived important instructions from their re- 
spective governments, which they were 
unable to communicate to the conference. 

The following issemi-ofticially published in 
Rome: ‘England having asked Italy to co- 
operate in the restoration of order in Egypt, 
Signor Mancini, minister of foreign affairs, 
replied that in view of the resolution of the 
porte to send an expedition to Egypt, be did 
not consider himself in a position to Inter- 
vene, except at the sittings of the eonfer- 
ence.’ No communication has been made 
to the conference on the subject.”’ 

Tbe Imperial, of Madrid, says that Ger | 
many has proposed that Spain €0-operate in 
the protection of the Suez canal, and we be 
lieve that the government will accept the in- 
Vitation. 

Dervisch Pasha is designated as the proba- 
ble commander of the force for Egypt.

The sub-governor of Port 
Said accompanied Cherif Pasha to Alexandria, 
in order t» give the khedive an account of the 
state of things here. The French ironclad 
Thetis is at Ismalia. There is also an Eng- 
lish gunboat there lyingclose in sbore. The 
khedive’s proclamation denouncing Arabi 
Pasha as a traitor has just been placed here. 
All correspondence arriving here from the in- 
terior i¢ opened by order of Arabi Pasha. It 
that he has Eufopeans advising 
him. The iatest news from the interior is to 
the effect that the chiefs of the Bedouin 
tribes who previously have favored legiti- 
mate vrovernment, have submitted 
to the rebels and that a perfect understanding 
exists between them. It is said that the Be- 
douins have undertaken to furnish 60,000 men, 
the chiefs remaining as hostages in Arabi’s 
hands. Arabi has had publicly read the pro- 
clamation of the kbedive dismissing him 
from the ministry.

The news that France has aban- 
doned co-operation With England gives much 
satisfaction, M. DeLesseps has _ told 
Arabi Pasha that if he leaves the Suez canal 
alone weiluer France nor Italy will touch 
him, The Austrian consul has arrived here 
from Port Said. He states that DeLesseps 
addressed a crowd of Arabi’s supporters and 
spoke in terms hostile to England and 
France, saying they were strangers on Egypt- 
ian soil.

Consmantisepia, July 31.—An official tele- 
gram from the rebel government says: The 
khedive having isswed a decree dismissing 
Arabi Pasha fsom the ministry for neglecting 
to defend Alexandria, and having published 
a proclamation declarimg that England is the 
friend of digypt, Arabi Pasha has called on the 
country to whieh he is the submissive 
servant, te pronownce Ms will in the matter. 
At a greats meeting calbed tor Satarday. com- 
prising the Wlensas, Cadis, the Coptic pa- 
triarchs, Reads of the Armenian, Greek and 
Maronite communities, various high func- 
tionaries, naidirs, not@bles and leading mer- 
chants, in all 364 persons, moving speeches 
were delivened, especially by Ah bey, 
under secretary of tne Soudan, who 
recounted the outrages of the English saiiors 
upon the Alexandrian women. The meet- 
ing, with only three dissentients, decided to 
maintain Arabi so that he might defend the 
gountry until the conchasion of a catisfac- 
tory peace or the total extermination of his 
forces. All decrees to the contrary were de- 
clared annulled, asthe khedive was beyond 
the pale of Mussulman = law. It 
was resuived that the decision of the meeting 
he submitted to the porte. ‘Phe cousins of 
the khedive, who were present at the meet- 
ing, declared that Tewihk would be khedive 
if he sided with the country and the army, 
but that under the present circumstances he 
is either a prisoner ora pappet of the British 
and his authority might’'be repudiated. An 
immense number of people paraded the streets 
last evening, shouting ’ Vietwory to the friend 
of the Egyptians against the aggressors.’ A 
traveler, who has just arrived frem the south, 
reports that Arabi Pasha has issued a mani- 
festo declaring that khedive Tewlik bad sold 
Kzypt to the British and had retired to Eng- 
land. Arabi therefore ordered the people to 
obey him it} the prophet has enlight- 
ened him to find a worthier khedive, 

The condition of attairs at Port Said is very 
critical. The conduct of De Lesseps is severe- 
ly criticized. It is reported that he isiy daily 
communication with Arabi Pasha. The 
French men-of-war in Egyptian waters have 
been ordered to station themselves at Port 
Said and cease traversing the Suez canal. 
There is no authority in Suez to support the 
orders of the khedive.

ALEXANDRIA, July 31.--The plundering of 
houses just outside the British lines at Ram- 
leh continues, A culprit was caught in fla- 
grante dilicta, last evening, and killed by the 
patrols.

who delivered a fine discourse. 
I was reading in Sunday’s ConsTITUTION a 
description of Judge Hopkins’s cattle farm, 
which reminds me of a description of Colonel 
W.P. Orme’s farm given me by Mr. James 
M. McGhee, who, with Mr. James 
Donnell, visited it some days 
ayo. Mr. Donnell, with whom I 
also talked in regard to it, says that it will 
well repay any farmer to travel fifty miles to 
see it and talk one hour with Colonel Orme.

GEORGIA MINES. 


MORE’ ABOUT THE GOLD FIELD OF

On Monday last, it was with pleasure that 
we arrived at Auraria, and after stopping 
with Captain Davis for a short time, we made 
our way tothe Wells mine, where we found 
his millmen getting ready for cleaning up 
what was estimated at ferty hours’ run, on 
ore from their four-feet vein; the plates were 
looking better than any we have seen for the 
amount of ore putthrough. We walked up 
to the point of the vein where the sloping 
was going on, and found quite a large pile of 
choice ore near the entrance of the tunnel.

Colonel White has his excavation for the 
Pigeon Roost mill made, and now all is ready 
for the building, which is already framed and 
at an early date the work of erection will be 
commenced. 

The work that is being done by the Cal- 
houn company is going on rapidly and that 
of the mill contractor is about complete, the 
mill being done, and now in a short time the 
outside work will be ready and the work of 
mining and milling will commence. 

The Barlow grants are at work in the mid- 
dle and upper end of the cut, and by the aid 
of six or eight men the ore bins are kept sup- 
plied as usual. The mill makes very good 
average time, and the yield is about the same 
as it has been in the past. 

The Ivey mine is, like all of the mines in 
this section that are founded on a firm basis, 
yielding largely, and the outlook is good. 
Rich specimens are found every day and oc- 
casionally a nugget or so. 

Very little change has been made at Sin- 
gleton since we last reported. The mill is 
running every day, and there is no complain- 
ing done by any one. 

The Lockhart ore very rich this week. 
The little mill made a splendid clean upon 
Saturday last and is expected todo better 
this week. Several new veins have been 
found here, and some of them of the highest 
grade. The dirt work of the canal is done, 
and the wood work going on slowly. 

We visited the Columbia mine in the early 
part of the week and found the mill running 
lively and work going on in the new cut on 
the northeast side of the gulch. We were 
informed that the labor expenses per month 
amounted to not more than $200. Captain 
Robertson can run a mine on as cheapa scale 
as any man in the country. 

Mess:s. Mitchell, Winslow and other north- 
ern gentlemen have purchased the Teel mine. 
They are well satisfied of the nature of the 
vein asa true fissure. They have shipped 
several tons of ore to New York to ascertain 
the best method of treating it, preparatory to 
putting a plant on the property.

WASHINGTON, July 29.—Another colored young 
man will soon present himself as a candidate for 
admission to the United States military academy. 
His name is Lemuel W. Livington, and he resides 
in Madison county, Flerida. It appears that before 
Colonel Bisbee, of the Second Florida district, was 
admitted to the seat, Judge Finley, the 
sitting member from that district, nom- 
inated a white youth to the academy, and 
he was found deficient on examination. Colonel 
Bisbee, upon being requested to fill the vacancy, 
deeided to have a competitive examination, and 
appointed a board for that purpose.

THE TAX REDUCTION BILL. 

In the midst of many failures, some of 
hem humiliating in the extreme, the demo- 
ratic minority succeeded in scoring one 
victory, namely, the postponement of the 
so-called tax-reduction bill. In view of 
the fact thatthis bill embodied the McKin- 
ley amendment to double the import du- 
ties on cotton ties, the southern farmers have 
probably more substantial reasons for rejoy- 
icing than any other interest; but the bill 
aiso contained a provision for doubling the 
duty on knit goods. There were propositions 
to reduce the duty on sugar and on 
mer steel. These came inthe shape of sen- 
ate amendments, and they no doubt occa- 
sioned the defeat of the bill; but, from be- 
ginning to end, the measure was in the na- 
re =6OfOr CC Céiérns. it is a hap- 
hazard scheme not intended for the re- 
lief of the people, but for the relief of man- 
ufacturers’ and capitalists. We are not pre- 
pared to say precisely what result would fol- 
low the .reduction of duty on sugar, but we 
do know that it would work injury to fewer 
people and fall upon a class better prepared 
lostand itthan theincrease of the tax on 
_sotton-ties. The relief proposed by the bill 
would benefit banks, match manufacturers, 
perfumersand patentmedicine men. The tax 
upon the people would remain the same, 
while upon the unfortunate cotton-planter it 
would be doubled. 

Among other things, Senator Beck intro- 
duced a resolution providing for a ten per 
cent reduction in the whole tariff schedule to 
take effect on the first of January next, 
with a further reduction of ten per 
cent the next year. This, with 
the proposed reduction on sugar and 
Bessemer steel, aroused the monopolists to 
the highest pitch of excitement and no doubt 
the more sensitive republicans were giad of 
an opportunity to remit so noisy a measure 
to the future. 

It can hardly be said that the fight has be- 
gun, but we take pleasure in assuring the mo- 
nopolists that they will have a lively time 
when the trouble does begin. They take it 
for granted that the people do not understand 
*he tariff question; that the southern cotton 
planters, white and black, have no. concep- 
jon of the fact that an increase of the duty 
yn cotton ties means robbery. But:+the mo- 
sopolists are mistaken. There _ are 
ome things connected with the 
war-tax tariff simple enough for a little child 
to understand, and one of them is that it has

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robbec the people, the preducers and the 


laborers of the country, while it has enriched 


a few individuals and corporations. The fight 
will be not in favor of free trade, butin favor 
of a reasonable revision and readjustment of 
the present tariff system in the interest of the 
people.

THE BUSINESS WORLD. 

The past week in business circles was one 
of increasing strength and animation. The 
weather in all parts of the country was ad- 
mirably adapted to the growing crops, and 
the gathering of the wheat cropin Iowa and 
the extreme northwest proceeded without 
unusual interruption. Each succeeding state 
report from the wheat crop warrants the con- 
clusion that there will be a larger surplus 
than at first was considered probable. The 
entire crop is now well beyond danger; and 
it is not now regarded as an exaggeration to 
say that it is the largest wheat crop ever made 
in this country. So, too, as to oats and hay 
and all lesser crops that have come to matu- 
rity. The hot weather of the past week and 
frequent rains have wonderfully pushed for- 
ward the corn crop in the northwestern states 
where the crop is chiefly grown, and where a 
month ago it was none too promising. The 
favorable weather is also developing the cot- 
ton plant. 

These flattering crop 
scarcely know a drawback, are the basis of 
the wonderful revival of businessin the coun- 
try. The new boonr 1s on thisaccount wholly 
legitimate, Itis lifting up values, givmg the 
fall trade a handsome start, and putting -con- 
fidence in.anen who desire to make invest- 
ments. An active fall tradeis tow assured, 
and this of course means busy mills, busy 
railroads, and busy business men generally. 
If the conld to trade 
and transportation it could net go too far 
nor last teo long; but it has:‘extended, as it in- 
evitably does, to the centers of speculation, 
and the craze of 1880 is about to be repeated 
in Wall street and all other rallying points of 
men on speculation bent. Such unhealthy 
movements always ture themselves, but not 
always without damage to properties of real 
merit or tomen who are engaged in honora- 
ble enterprises.

If we did not, in fact—if to pro- 
duction were added a pefpetual influx—we 
would after a few years be the only rich 
country in the world, and our foreign custo- 
would be on the verge of _ pov- 
erty and = ruin, The present 
flow of gold is heaitbful end natural, 
and we are none the worse off forit. Wehad 
short crops and were continuously extrava- 
gant, and we are footing the’ bills with gold. 
These bills are not, as yet, of dangerous pro- 
portions, and with our present harvest pros- 
pects they are not of deep public concern.

Tue Hebrew population of the United 
States, according toa census taken by the United 
Jewish Associations, is 250,000, with 278 synagogues, 
13,763 members, six hospitals, eleven orphan asy- 
lums, 6/2 benevolent lodges holding $704,646 in 
funds, fourteen free schools an 1 colleges, the whole 
property valuation being about $7,000,000. The 
states which have the wealthiest Hebrews are New 
York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Illinois, California and 
Texas.

The 
individual wealth of Hebrews is very great. 

THE vital statistics of England show not 
only that the number of suicides in proportion to 
the population is steadily increasing, but that self- 
murder is most common in those parts of the coun- 


try where the people are best educated It further 
appears that the proportion of suicides between 
the ages of 10 and Wis only abouta tenth ot those 
between 45° and 55, which again are about two- 
thirds of those between 65 and 75, showing that the 
suicidal tendency increases as the age advances. 
The numberof men who die by their own hand is 
three times as great as that of the women. Most 
men whe commit suicide hang themselves, and 
most women drown themselves. Twice as many 
women as men take poison.

The Macguilla Phad: tek Calls Mr. Gladstone's Atten- 
tien te His Coresation. 
From the Manchester Guardian. 

An illustrious personage, of whose existence, we 
are ashamed to say, we have only just become 
aware, has in the handsomest manner offered to re- 
lieve Mr. Gladstone of the Irish question. *‘The 
Macguilla Phadrick,”’ in a letter to the prime min- 


_ ister, reveals himself as the “‘lineal descendant of 


Fitzpatrick, king of Ossory,"’ and therefore de jure 
king of Ireland. He deigns the information that 
he was “crowned at the age of 10 on the 21st of 
May, 1517. by his father, on the hallowed coronation 
stone of Kildare.’ He adds taa@ he was there and 
then “hailed king of Ireland,” though by whom he 
omits to state. There is no contemporary record, 
so far as we are aware, of the august ceremouy 
with which he seeks to overpower Mr. Gladstone. 
and the Macguilla Phadrick’s a tention may be in- 
Vited to an omission which, for the sake of historiea) 
fulluess, ought to be supplied, Waiving the little 
pointof form as to his father’s title to place the 
crown on his youthful brow, Phadrick pere must, 
we presume, have made a svlemn renunciation of 
his own claims to the regal dignity before proceed- 
ing to pass them on to his heir. But no act of abdi- 
cation is mentioned. This, however, may be a 
matter of no practical importance. The father may 


| have since passed over to the majority, and in that 
| case an informality of the kind suggested would. of 


course, ii nO Way operate as a bar to the claim 


which the son now notifies to “the whole world at 
large.’’ The Macguilla informs Mr. Gladstone that 
he has ‘trusty agents lorated all over the 32 eoun- 
ties’’ of Ireland, and he intimates that he “feels it his 
duty to repair to Ireland at once to heal the wounds 
of her children, who are as sheep without a shep- 
herd.’” If we might presume to tender advice to 
so exalted an individual, we should strongly re- 
commend hisa not to incur the expense of a voyage 
from New York. On this side of the Atlantic he 
would find himself confronted by difficulties of a 
serious character. It is quite possible, we think, 
that Mr. Gladstone may decline his magnanimous 
proposal; but even if he could be sure of finding a 
sympathizing friend in the prime minister there 
would be other obstacles to surmout. Ireland 
swarms with descendants of her ‘ancient kings,’’ 
and some of these gentlemen would certainly dis 

pute the Macguilla Phadrick’s title to assume the 
purple. 

Nor would his troubles end here. He would have 
to reckon also with O'Donovan Rossa and the pat- 
rons of the skirmishing fund. A monarchial sys- 
tem forms no partof the programme of the ener 
getic politicians, and it is much to be feared that 
evenif the Macguilla succeeded ia seating himself 
on the throne of ‘Fitzpatrick, King of Ossory,’’ he 
might some day or other be made the subject of a 
painful experimentin dynamite practice.

LOSSES BY FIRE. 


The Burrzing of Helmaboro, Arkansas—A Conflagra- 
tion In New Orleans. 

New York, July 31.—The great flour mill 
of Hecker Bros., extending from Cherry to 
Water streets, on Pike street, was totally 
burned to-day, along with several neighboring 
buildings, the principal one of which was the 
spice mill of Sangers, Beers & Fisher, 
and a number of tenement houses on 
(cherry street. Hecker’s loss is 
between $400,000 and $G00,000- Insuranze, 
$00,000, well distributed. Sangers, Beers & 
Fisher’s loss is stated at one hundred thou- 
sand. The other losses will bring the agvre- 
gate to nearly one million. The fire originated 
in =the ninth story of Hecker’s 
mills, which was ten stories high, 
and caused by friction among 
the machinery for cleaning wheat. About 
500 men were employed in the mill, all of 
whom escaped, although some were driven to 
the fire escape on the outside of the build- 
ing. One fireman had _ his leg broken, and 
several were prostrated by the heat. The 
heat was so intense that the men @ould not 
approach near enough to save Heckers. With 
forty engines at work all they could do was 
to prevent the spread of tne fire. 

NEW ORLEANS, July 31.—Buildings Nog. 61 
to 67, Tchoupitoulas street, were destroyed 
by fire to-day. They were occupied by J. P. 
Sommers & Co., wholesale flour merchants, 
and John Neilson & Co., wholesale grocers, 
where the fire originated, and Hernsheim & 
Bros.., factory. The upper stories of 
building 60. Tehoupitoulas street, was also oc: 
cupied by Herusheim & Bros,, and was 
partiy destroyed. The grocery store of G, 
Paschal & Co., cornerof Poydras and Foucher 
streets, and the branch establishment of J. P. 
Sarrazinp, tobacco mantiuacturer,corner Poydras 
and Tehopitoulas stieets, were both lam- 
aged by fire and water.

ONE YEAR AGO 


A Brutal Assanit Was Made Upon a Dekalb County 
Citizen and Now the Assallants are in Limbo. 


About one year ago Atlanta was thrown 
| into anintense state of excitement by the an- 
| nouncement of a brutal murder on tie Deca- 
tur road near the old guane works, but later 
in the day the excitement abated when it be- 
came known that the man was not dead, 
although his life was hanging by thin 
thread. 

The victim was a Mr, McIntyre, whose home 
isin DeKalb county, and the circutistances 
attending the brutal assault made upon him 
were about. these. On the -morning of that 
day, which is still fresh in the mind of Mr. 
Mcintyre, he came to Atlanta-for the purpose 
of hiring some hands to help him 
upon his farm. Soon after dinner he 
secured three white men and_= started 
for home, but when near the old 
guano works just beyond the Air-Line rail- 
road crossing, his three employes made a brutal 
assault upon him with sticks, and after 
knocking him senseless rifled his pockets of 
their contents and fled. Soon after the deed 
'was done some passers-by discovered the 
wounded man, who was still unconscious and 
apparently dead, and in a short while the 
story of a brutal muider was going from street 
to street and from mouth to mouth. By some 
one of the crowd which was drawn to the 
scene of the murderous deec, the almost dead 
man was recognized as Mr. McIntyre, of De- 
Kalb county, and in a short while the fact of 
his baving left town with three white men in 
his wagon became known, and of coursé sus- 
picion directed itself towards these men, 
who were prominently absent. 

But it was not until Mr. McIntyre regained 
his senses,, that the names oi his assailants 
could be ascertained. Then the police be 
gan a search for Wm. Ellison F. broom and 
June Wyly. Ellison was captured and gave 
bond for his appearance when wanted, but 
Wyly evaded arrest. When Ellison’s case was 
called he was non est, and his bondsmen 
came up with a thousand dollars. Sunday 
night Captain Couch and Officers Green 
and Aldridge succeeded in _ locating 
Ellison in Atlanta and arrested and cala- 
boosed him. From Ellison the officers learned 
that Wyly was up the Air-Line road and that 
he would attempt to board the next train for 
Carolina. Officer Stroud was put upon this 
train and at Doraville captured Wyly as he 
stepped into the smoking car, and yesterday 
morning reached the city with him. Late 
resterday evening both men were taken to 
JeKalb county where they will be tried for 
the assault with intent to murder and for

From an Humble Sphere to Wealth, Use‘ulness and 
Honor—Oae of Atilanta’s Moet Prominent Mer- 
chants Cut Off in the Prime ot Lilt —A 
Sketch of Gis Life—The Fucecral. 


Sunday's CpnstiTUTion contained mention 
of a sudden and serious attack of bronchitis 
whi¢h came near resulting in the death of 
Major John F. Kiser, of the firm of M.C. & 
J. F. Kiser& Co. At a late hour Saturday 
night Major Kiser was resting quietly and it 
was hoped that the crisis had been passed, 
but such proved not to be the case and Sun- 
day at hal‘-past one another paroxysm came 
on and resulted in Major Kiser’s death. 

A REVIEW OF HIS ILLNESS, 

Major Kiser was in New York in February, 
1881, and, while there, contracted a severe 
cold. When hereturned to Atlanta be was 
greatly troubled by a cough, but no fatal re- 
sults were expected from it. Last summer he 
was in New York again, but he was still 
troubled by his cough. He returned to At- 
lanta and to the Kimball house, where he 
was stopping, and where he had a protracted 
illness. He recovered somewhat, and in De- 
cember last moved into his new residence on 
Peachtree, where he grew considerably bet- 
ter, and seemed to be about well, 

In April and May he was able to return to 
business, which he did. He had a@ renewed 
attack, however, which lasted about five 
He recovered again and again went 
back to business, Or Friday the 2Ist he was 
at the store and started home in his buggy. 
Before reaching his home a shower Of rain 
came up and he received a slight wetting. 
The rain storm was a very severe one, but Mr. 
Kiser wasin but little of it. He took fresh 
cold and his old trouble—bronchitis—again 
forced him to take his room. ‘The uvula be- 
came slightly elongated, and Dr. Westmore- 
land clipped it on the Sunday following his 
attack. The little operation was followed by 
some pain, and Mr. Kiser was unable to take 
medicine. He did not appear to be in 
serious condition, however, and 
his friends did not feel the 
slightest alarm. He slept without trouble or 
inconvenience until Friday night, when he 
was very restless, Saturday morning, Doctors 
Westmoreland and Alexander were sent for. 
They did what they could for him and agreed 
to return at twelve and examine his throat, 

THE FIRST SERIOUS INDICATIONS, 

At twelve o’clock the physicians returned 
and examined the throat. While they were 
with him and very soon after thetr arrival, he 
had a paroxysm, which came near ending 
fatally. His struggles for breath were very 
violent and were distressing to his friends and 
relatives, who were with him. ‘The disease 
was, however, brought under control, but at 
half-past tive in the afternoon another parox- 
ysm attacked him, and through that crisis 
also the physicians, who bad not left him, 
carried him safely. At nine o’ciock he 
went to sieep and slept quietly until one. 
He was given medicine to prevent a recur- 
rence of the paroxysm, and Sunday morning 
he was apparently much better and was very 
cheerful until about 11 o'clock. About 9 
o'clock a blister had been put upon his chest; 
about a quarter past one he had another par- 
oxysm, more severe than either of those that 
had preceded it. As ineach of the others, 
however, he retained perfect consciousness, 
and well knew everything that was going on 
up to hislast moment. He realized his con- 
dition, but was unable to speak. As he 
struggled for breath he motioned to his wife 
and to his brother, Mr. M. C. Kiser, to come 
nearertohim. They did so, and he placed 
one arm tenderly about the neck of his wife 
and the other around his brother and almost 
immediately expired. The paroxysm began 
at a quarter past one and lasting fifteen min- 
utes, death occurring at half-past one. 

THE FUNERAL CEREMONIES, 

The announcement of the death of Major 
Kiser was received throughout the city with 
expressions of the deepest regret and sorrow. 
There was never a man in Atlanta who was 
more universally loved and respected. During 
Sunday and yesterday many ot the friends of 
the family called at the house to express 
their sympathy. The funeral sermon will be 
pfeached at four o’clock this afternoon at the 
First methodist church by General Evans. 
Major Kiser was a member of Atlanta lodge 
No. 59 F. A. M. The masons will attend the 
funeral in a body- but will not take any 
other part in the ceremonies, The remains 
will be interred at Oiktand cemetery. The 
following gentlemen will actas pall bearers: 
Colonel Z. A. Rice, J. H, Porter, G. T. Dodd, 
R. F. Maddox, John Keely, Evan P. Howell, 
John Silvey, E. W. Marsh, &r., John A.

MAJOR KISER'S LIFE, 

Major John F. Kiser was born in Campbell 
county, March 27th, 1836. He was the young 
est of six sons—W. J. Kiser, ms 2 Kiser, 
Pinkney L. Kiser, M. C. Kiser, Madison W. 
Kiserand John IF. Kiser. His father was a 
farmer, and until he was eighteen years old 
Jonn Kiser was a farmer boy. His work 
on the farm owas always’ charac 
terized by thoroughness, and his 
actionsshowed that energy and determination 
that marked all the after years of his life. It 
was always his row that was the first to be 
hoed. It was his pride to plow the straightest 
furrow. He was temperate in his habits, early 
to bed and early to rise, and nature and his 
own habits gave to him a manly form, a clear 
head, and he possessed and kepta true and 
honest heart. From the plow handles he 
went to Powder Springs and engaged as clerk 
with W. J. & M. P Kiser, his older brothers, 
In 1860 he entered business with his brother, 
Mr. W. J. Kiser. In 1861, when the war 
broke outand there was a call for volunteers, 
he joined the army and left his home 
as a lieutenant in the Seventh Georgia 
regiment. Later, Ire was elected captain. 
Subsequently he was promoted and made a 
major, and remained in the war true as steel 
to his section from the day of its opening to 
the surrender of Lee at Appomattox Court 
House. He was wounded at the second battle 
of Manassas inthe right hand. At the battle 
of the Wilderness he was shot through the 
lung. The bullet was cut outof his back 
| just to the right of the backbone. He recoy 
ered and went back into the service. He was 
otfered a discharge, but declined to accept it. 

SINCE THE WAR, 

At the close of the war he returned to Pow- 
der Springs and enter-d business again. In 
IsG8 ae came to Atlauia with his brother, Mr. 
M. C. Kiser, and the two formed a partner- 
ship and commenced a retail dry goods busi- 
ness on Whitehall street, with a capital of 
fifteen thousand dollarseach. Subsequentiy, 
they entered the wholesale trade, and in 1872 
moved into the present five-story building 
opposite the Kimball house. Major Kiser 
was the buyer for the firm and made two 
trips to Europe. He was considered the best 
buyer in the south and was exceedingly pop- 
ular in New York where he was 
well known. On the 12th of 
January, 1871, he was married to Miss Agnes 
lk. Lane, daughter of General Jame: T. Lane, 
of Athens, Tennessee. She was an amiable 
wiie and he a devoted husband. They lived 
happily together, but she lived only a few 
years and died, leaving no children. On the 
19th of November, 1879, he married Miss Mary 
Cobb Hood, daughter of Judge Arthur Hood, 
of Cuthbert. She has made him a loving wife 
and they have lived together in the greatest 
happiness. Never did husband and wife live 
together with more devotion. He leaves no 
children. 

MAJOR KISER’S FORTUNE, 

Major Kiser’s turtune is estimated at a 
quarter of a million dollars. He started life 
as a poor boy, never had anything given to 
him, and Lis handsome fortune was the re- 
sult of his own sterling worth and clear head. 
His property consists of a half interest in the 
Southern Express company’s building, a 
fourth interest in some Whitehall street 
stores, and an interest in the wholesale 
house of M. C. & J. F. Kiser & Co., with cash,
